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Philadelphia Hosts Biggest Meeting Ever
It was on the first day of Spring that nearly sixty
IDIS users converged upon the City of Brotherly
Love to attend the fifth IDIS Users Group
Meeting. Our compliments to the Philadelphia
Field Office for successfully hosting what
proved to be our most widely attended meeting
yet. A total of eleven states were represented in
Philly on March 21st. Philadelphia CPD
Director, Joyce Gaskins, welcomed the group
warmly, and a few words were shared by
Joseph F. Smith, Director, Office of Executive
Services, who made a surprise appearance. He
spoke briefly of recent successes in IDIS, and
indicated his ongoing desire to "learn directly
from you, the grantee."

Well, Smith certainly came to the right place
because IDIS Users Group Meetings are
becoming "the" place to be to learn from one
another! Morris County, New Jersey's Cheryl
Bartow, for example, came to this meeting with
concerns about reading an IDIS report correctly.
Prior to the meeting, it seemed to her as if this
report reflected more money than had actually
been allocated in the County's grant. However,
after guidance from User Group coordinator,
Lincoln Burruss, who reviewed each of the
report's line items with her, it became clear that
the total allocation amount was correct, and
Bartow was then able to see how those funds
had been disbursed.

Bartow also inquired about how to decrease the
percent of administrative funds from the IDIS
default of 10 percent to this particular grantee's
desired 8 percent. A demonstration then ensued
for all to see how this type of change may be
made easily.
And, then there was veteran IDIS user, Pat
Bokovitz, of Chester County, Pennsylvania,
who jumped right in to answer several questions
of fellow grantees. What made his answers so
valuable, though, was his ability to provide his
colleagues with insight about the logic of the
IDIS system, based on his longtime experience
with it.

Collectively, users devised a solution to
enhance the "MO8" screen -- the screen where
grantees assign funds to an activity, by
program. After much discussion, the group at-
large suggested to HUD staff that the amount of
money committed to an activity be added to this
screen and that, if any funds have been
disbursed, this screen should show the amount
disbursed along with the available balance.

Users attending this meeting were happy to
hear that, by popular demand, the IDIS Student
Guide and the IDIS User Manual are soon to be
condensed into one document, providing users
with a single point of reference for IDIS "how-to"

information. Stay tuned for a release date of this
new, consolidated publication.

Probably most memorable about the March
meeting was a new item featured on the
agenda: the break-out sessions. The larger
group spent the afternoon divided into smaller

groups based on their specific IDIS function. For
example, those who primarily use IDIS to draw
down funds met in groups of three or four with
others who perform the same function; and,
those who primarily perform setup functions met
in similar fashion with each other.

Dave Robinson, of Lake County, Illinois, and
Dave Collins, of Bucks County, Pennsylvania,
were among many who took the lead in sharing
their experiences with others within these
subgroups. Having such an opportunity for
personal interaction on a smaller scale gave
everyone an opportunity to share information
and experiences, techniques, and even

shortcuts with each other. It also helped each
participant to get to know his/her fellow Users
Group members better. Judging from the
meeting evaluations, the breakout session was
a "winner," and is sure to be included as a part
of the next Users Group meeting in Chicago.
Will you be there to participate?

Baltimore Hosts Pilot New-User Training Workshop
A few weeks ago,  grantees in the Maryland
State Office area attended a pilot workshop
designed specifically for the new IDIS user. The
three-day event took place at the Sheraton
Inner Harbor in Baltimore (March 17-19), with
the first day devoted exclusively to CDBG
grantees, and the remaining two days devoted
to multiple funded grantees. Both sessions were
designed to acquaint new users with the
conceptual framework behind IDIS as well as
with the nuts-and-bolts, day-to-day practical
issues of obtaining IDs and passwords, setting
up activities, and drawing down funds.

Approximately 15 users attended the CDBG

workshop, and about 25 users attended the
multiple funded workshop, each of which 
discussed topics such as, "What is IDIS?"
"Setting Up and Revising Activities," "Drawing
Down Funds," and "Managing IDIS On-Line."
The multiple-funded grantees had additional
discussion on subgranting and generating
reports.

This pilot training inaugurates a series of new-
user training workshops that are scheduled to
take place monthly beginning in April and
ending in September.  If interested in attending,
see page 10 for more details.

How Do You Spell I-D-I-S ?
It was at the new-user workshop (see above)
that the first "official"(!) IDIS Navigation
Competition took place to see who was the most
adept at navigating through IDIS. The group
was divided into four teams, and each team was
given a series of data to use to set up an activity
and approve a drawdown for that activity as fast
as possible.

While all four teams completed the assignment
within ten minutes, the team that actually
finished first performed the task in a matter of
minutes.  However, after closely evaluating this

team's results, the judge realized that they had
actually misspelled "I-D-I-S"! This, of course, led
to the immediate disqualification of that team,
thereby making the second-place team the
winners.  We could not have scripted a better
example of just how important accuracy is in
keying data into IDIS.

The new winning team was led by Rachel B.
Holmes, of Harford County, Maryland, and
Cherie Sampson, of Arundel Community
Development, also in Maryland. Other members
of the team included Nancy Regan and Linda
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D. Koser of Harford County and Francis A.
Korwek and Kathleen M. Koch of Arundel
Community Development.  The first-place prize
was a software package that produces instant

State-Level IDIS Users Meet in Washington
Kudos to Steven Haley, Data Systems
Coordinator at Headquarters, who successfully
coordinated the second meeting of the State
IDIS Task Force on April 1st in Washington,
D.C.  Fifty-two people attended the meeting at
the Holiday Inn - Capitol, representing eight
states, the Council of State Community
Development Agencies, the National Council of
State Housing Agencies, and HUD
representatives from Headquarters and four

field offices.

The Task Force was formed to serve in an
advisory capacity prior to bringing states "live"
on IDIS later this year. The members of the
Task Force are providing feedback and input to
Headquarters on issues specific to state-level
grantees.

Topics covered at the meeting included an
update on IDIS development, a status report on
the Electronic Data Interchange (EDI) feasibility
study, extensive discussion of alternative ways
states can organize their activities within IDIS,
upcoming training opportunities, a
demonstration of how "front-end" PC software
could be used to produce ad-hoc reports and
enable other types of analyses, and a
demonstration and discussion of the input of
projects directly into IDIS.

Several issues were raised that HUD promised

to investigate further, including (but not limited
to) limiting subrecipients to draws of appropriate
funds for appropriate purposes when they
receive more than one subgrant; possibly
introducing some enhancements to project input
to meet state-specific issues; and differentiating
HOME subrecipients when historical CMIS data
is brought over to IDIS.

The Task Force will be meeting again in July,
possibly in conjunction with an already
scheduled COSCDA meeting in Washington,
D.C.

IDIS on the Internet
Enhancements to the system have always been
an ongoing priority, and the March meeting
proved to be no exception. For example, did you
know that the IDIS Users Group is now up on
the Internet? We have a "virtual" home in
cyberspace! A detailed presentation was made
at the March meeting demonstrating how users
may now access a variety of information
pertaining exclusively to the Users Group, via
HUD's home page (http://www.hud.gov).

Included among these new home page features
are access to an IDIS Calendar of Events,
SprintLink software files, the IDIS Student Guide
and User Manual, contact information and, of
course, back issues of IDIS"LIVE." For more
details about what is featured on the IDIS User
Group Web pages, turn to page 7.

Focus On SprintLink
The month of March was filled with many grantees going "live" in IDIS for the first
time.  Consequently, the Hotline received a large volume of SprintLink-related
questions. For this reason, this month's entire "Q & A" column is devoted to
answering some of your most frequently asked questions (FAQs) about the
SprintLink software.

Q. I am receiving an "invalid sign on
attempt" error message indicating that
my SprintLink ID and password are
invalid. What do I do?

A. First, check the region of IDIS that your
pointer is set for in the Communications
Set Up Window. If you have gone "live" in
the system, your selection should be
Production.  If you are still practicing in
IDIS, you should select Pre-Production. If
you are still getting the error message,
contact your CPD Field Representative,
who has been given additional sets of IDs
and passwords.  If your local Rep is not
available, call the CPD Hotline at (800)
273-2573; they can reassign a Sprint ID
and password to you.

Q. I'm having problems connecting with
SprintLink. What should I do?

A. This may be happening for several
reasons. Here are a few things to look out
for: Hitting the "Enter" key instead of the

"Tab" key between fields; inputting the
letter "O" in the ID or password field
instead of the number "0" (zero) can also
cause a problem. Also check the
Communications Set Up Window for
these settings:

Response Pause=60 Baud Rate=9600
(to start with)

Stop Bits=7 Data Bits=1
Parity=even Dialing attempts=2

If you continue to have problems
connecting with SprintLink, contact the
CPD Hotline at (800) 273-2573.

Q. If a Grantee receives a "General
Protection Fault" error when trying to
access the SprintLink Software, what is
the problem?

A. This error is typically associated with the
video driver --it needs to be changed. 
From the "Windows Setup" icon; select
"Change System Settings"; then change

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the display to "VGA (standard)"; click
"OK" and exit.  If the system displays an
option to use the currently installed driver
or install a new one, select the currently
installed driver option. From there, restart
windows and resume your work with

SprintLink.

Q. Can I delete SprintLink 2.0 now that I
have installed v. 2.0a?

A. Yes, you may delete 2.0 once you install
2.0a, but be certain that version 2.0a is
operational before deleting version 2.0.

Performing the Print Screen Function
Sometimes it is useful to have a hard copy of
the exact screen you are viewing, whether it is
for trouble-shooting purposes, or  as a teaching
tool. To perform this "Print Screen" function, first
go to the screen you wish to print, and then
press the <PRINT SCREEN> key, which is
usually located to the right of the <F12> key and
above the <INSERT> key in the top portion of
most computer keyboards. A few moments after
pressing the <PRINT SCREEN> key, the
contents of the screen you are viewing will be
sent to your designated printer's buffer
(memory).

It is important to understand that, while the
screen's contents have been sent to the
printer's buffer, the printer may not print right
away, since the screen contents may lack the
necessary "trigger" mechanism that tells the
printer to print. Consequently, the screen's
contents will continue to sit in the buffer until
some action is taken to trigger it to print. For
most printers, that action includes the following:
After pressing the <Print Screen> key, the buffer

is loaded and the printer's "Online" and "Form
Feed" indicator lights should light up. When this
happens, press the "Online" button one time to
take the printer off-line, then press the "Form
Feed" button one time to clear the buffer,
thereby triggering the page to print. Once the
screen prints out, remember to press the
"Online" button once again in order to put the
printer back on-line.

There are commercial software packages
available that make printing screens from a
mainframe system an easy, one-step process.
One of these packages is Print Screen 95
(version 4.0), by Super Simple Software. This
package works with Windows 3.1 and Windows
95, and costs about $20. It may be ordered by
calling (310) 839-9543.

Downloading IDIS Files from the
Internet
To download IDIS"LIVE" newsletters, SprintLink
files, the IDIS Student Guide, or IDIS User
Manual-related files from the Internet, simply go

PowerTipsStep-by-Step "How To" Instructions
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to the appropriate Web page (such as, the IDIS
Users Group Web Page -
http://www.hud.gov/cpd/ idisweb.html), and click
once on the desired file for downloading.

Next, a "SAVE AS..." dialogue box will appear to
allow you to indicate where you want to save the
selected file. You may change the drive,
directory, and/or the filename if necessary, and
click the "OK" button to execute the file transfer
(download). Provided that there are no
transmission problems, the file you selected
should be stored in the location you indicated.

Remember that files described as "self-
extracting" must be executed before you can
open the actual WordPerfect data file(s) stored
within this compressed format.  To execute a
file, go into the Windows File Manager and
double-click on the filename. For example, if
you download the IDIS User Manual, version
2.11 (WordPerfect 6.0a), the downloaded
filename is REL211W6.EXE. After executing
this file, the following WordPerfect files will
appear: I-REL-NA.397 (Release Notes) and
UMC0397.WPD (User Manual).
